explosions occurred yesterday morning 
ot the Acrne Powder Co.'s works, at 
Jilack's Hun, fourteen miles from this 
city, on the ' Allegheny Valley rail- 
road, resulting in the death of five 
persons, the injury of another, and the 
destruction of five buildings and ten 
thousand pounds of dynamite.

a mile from Ilulton. in a ravine 
The 


first e:\plosion occurred in the pack- 
inghouse about 7:1", a m . shortly af- 
ter work had been commenced 
The 


only eyewitnesses of it are Snpt Moo- 
ney and Simeon llradli-y, one of the 
workmen 
They were at the glycerine 


house, almost 200 feet above the pack- 
ing house, arranging to make nitro- 
glycerine, which was their first duty 
in the morning 
Kradley had his eyes 


in the direction of the packinghouse 
when he saw a flash of fire come out, 
of the door. In a terrified shout to 
Jlooncy said: "What's1 that'.1" 


Moone-y shouted in leturn: 


"It's Fire; Bun for Your Ltr>!" 


Then they fled up the run as fast as 


their legh would take them, but in a 
few seconds the awful explosion deaf- 
ened them and hurled them to the 
ground 
Mooney was struck in the 


right thigh by a splinter 
Bradley 


was uninjured, but his hat was blown 
off and his spectacles torn from his 
/ace. 


The packinghouse was located about 


100 yards from the Allegheny Valley 
railroad tracks, and was a two-story 
wooden structure, 20 by 85 feet 


The Victims of the Explosion. 


At the time of the explosion Mr. 


Arthur, his wife, Sadie Remally aud' 
Jlobbins were in the building and were 
"blown to fragments. 
Nellie was in 


the boarding house, which was located 
about 100 feet below the packinghouse. 
This building was a two-story frame 
structure-about SO by 40 feet. It was 
levelled to the ground and Nellie was 
crushed by the falling timbers 
She 


was rescued and brought to this city j 
on the first train, the intention being 
to take her to the West Penn hospital, 
but she expired just as they were tak- 
ing her off the train. She did not re- 
pain consciousness after the explosion. 


The Second Explosion 
x 


occurred at the mixing- house at 8-25 a. 
m. This was caused by a spark from 
the ruins of the boardinghouse. 
The 


smoke had been seen in time to warn 
all in the vicinity to get out of the 
way before the second explosion took 
place, so no damage was done to life 
then. In this explosion 1.000 pounds of 
dynamite in process of incorporation 
let go, blowing the mixing house with 
all its machinery to atoms. 


A Terrible Picture. » 


After the second explosion a terrible 


picture of damage and destruction met 
the eye, the smoking ruins of the 
boardinghouse with splintered tim- 
bers, furniture and torn bedding and 
clothes lying about, the house being 
razed so completely that in no place 
did the ruins lie above the ground 
more than a loot. One hundred feet 
further on, where the packinghouse 
had been, there was a great hole in 
the ground, prob.ibly ten feet deep. 
For 500 feet aboxit the ground is liter- 
ally covered with splintered wood. 
The hillside to the right was used in 
making dynamite shells. 
Large trees 


on the hillside were torn up by the 
roots, others broken in the middle and 
others stripped of their branches. 


A little further on to the left, look- 


Ing up the valley where the mixing 
house stood, nothing of it remained 
save splinters. ^Miere the dynamite 
exploded the ground about is light 
gray as though sprinkled with slate 
dust. The side of the engine house 
toward the packinghouse was blown 
in. A little storehouse right along by 
the railroitd tracks was so shattered 
that light was let in on every side, but 
it remained standing. 
The heavy iron 


machinery of the packing and mixing 
houses was blown to pieces and rails 
on the roads used for transporting the 
dynamite from house to house were 
twisted into various shapes. 


Blown to Atom ?. 


The bodies of the unfortunate vic- 


tims were blown to atoms. The lar- 
gest parts found were portions of two 
trunks supposed to be of the women 
on account of the proximity of pieces 
of scalp with long hair on them. 
A 


foot was found. Small pieces of cloth- 
ing were found here and there, but 
•one was found on the flesh picked up, 
The portions of bodies found were 
blackened and burned somewhat. The 
most of the remains were scattered 
about within a radius of 100 yards, but 
pieces of bloody flesh and debris were 
found a mile and a half away.

Ktt ol ot the Explotlon at Other

The explosion created the wildest 


kind of excitement in the Allegheny 
valley above and below Black's Ran. 
sad was felt at Sharpsburg, nearly 
ten miles distant. 


At Acmetonin,' directly 


while houses rocked to and fro for 
perhaps two minutes. Almost similar 
scenes were enacted in Hnlton, Oak- 
mont. Verona, Johnston, Parnassus,. 
Kensington, 
Tarentum

Black's Run, the force of the explo- 
sion was such as to break all the glass 
in the front of the large general store 
owned \>y Mr-?.

Caused by Fire. 


Mr. A. E. McAbee, president of the 


Acme Powder Co , says the cause of 
the explosion was firev He thinks one 
of the dead had matches, and that one 
in some manner became ignited. Dur- 
ing cold weather the buildings were 
warmed with steam brought from the 
engine house 150 feet away. On ac- 
count of the warm weather this steam 
has not been used latelv. The com- 
pany will rebuild. Within five years 
dynamite factories owned by the Acme 
company and located in the neighbor- 
hood have blown up five ti mes. and 
nine persons were killed. 
Killed by an Exnlosion and Utterly Ob- 


litaraced.

A liANKKR SHOT 


By an Anarchist Crank Whose Demand 


for Money was Kef used. 


SAN Fit\NCifico, March 24.—Freder- 


ick lionnemant entered the branch 
bank of the San Francisco Savings 
union, about 0:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and presented to William 
Ilerrick, the cashier, a note written in 
red ink demanding money and threat- 
ening lo blow up the building with 
nitroglycerine in 
the 
event of a 


refusal. 
Mr. Ilerrick returned 
the 


note 
to 
Honnemant 
without 
a 


word, when 
the latter 
suddenly 


drew 
a 
revolver 
and fired, the 


bullet, 
however, missing 
Ilerrick. 


Ilerrick thereupon quickly secured a 
revolver, which was close at hand, and 
fired simultaneous,!^ with the visitor, 
but the shot went vi ide of its mark. 
Konnemant's shot struck the cashier 
just above the heart, killing him in- 
stantly. 


C. .1 Mplvin, a bookkeeper, at this 


stage of the strange proceeding, took 
a shot at and slightly wounded the 
assassin, who flod, followed 
by a 


crowd, loudly threatening to lynch 
him. 


After ;in exciting chase, Bonnemant 


was captured 
A search of his person 


brought to light a number of articles, 
indicating anarchistic propensities. 
Among them were some recipes for 
making high explosives, a piece of 
fuse, such as is used to set off dyna- 
mite, two revolvers, a dirk knife and a 
burglar's small steel saw. Mr. Her- 
rick, his victim, was 33 years of age, 
and had been connected with the band 
seventeen years. Uonnemant is about 
35 and says he came from Denver. 


The police last evening identified 


Bonnemant as Win. Fredericks, who 
killed a brakeman on the Central Pa- 
cific train some time ago, and who was 
tracked to the mountains, where he 
shot and killed Sheriff! Pascoe of Ne- 
braska county, in resisting arest. He 
is also the man who assisted in an at- 
tempted jail break at Folsom peniten- 
tiary 
some 
time ago, furnishing 


George Sontag and others with shot 
guns, pistols and knives with which to 
take the lives of the guards. 
The 


prisoners knocked down one of the 
guards and then hid behind rocks in 
the quarry and commenced a fusilade. 
The warden was prepared for them 
and, after a short fight, the prisoners 
were subdued, but not before one or 
two of them were wounded.

Urighton," marked for death.
